lationship between the demand for

A bushed of apples will buy 
13 times as much tobacco now as it 
would have bought in 1688. accord­ 
ing to figures 
which 
have 
been 
worked out by Charles W Hauck of 
the rural economic# department of 
the Ohio State university. 
Hauck recently came afros# some 
data on apple production in Vir­ 
ginia in the 17th century One own­ 
er of an apple orchatd of 2500 trees 
declared that in a few years he ex­ 
pected an income of 15.000 pounds 
upr’ing of 
tobacco from it. Tobacco was, of 
course. (the currency of that day and 
all values were measured in it. 
Hauck assumed that the produc­ 
tion of the 2500 trees would have
